A  total  of  2,178  meals 
were  provided  during  the  year.

Inspections  throughout  the  area  under  the  various  Acts  appertaining  to 
Public  Health  were  regularly  carried  out  and  any  appropriate  action  taken  when 
necessary. 

Water  Supply 

The  public  water  supply  throughout  the  area  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Stockport  and  District  Water  Board.  Constant  and  wholesome  supplies  were 
maintained  in  all  areas  throughout  the  year. 
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Clean  Air  Act 


All  industrial  premises  in  the  area  have  plant  capable  of  complying 
in  full  with  the  Act  and  no  complaints  in  connection  with  the  Act  were  received 
during  the  year.  No  measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution  were  made  and  no 

clean  air  zones  have  been  declared.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASE  -  GENERAL 

Infectious  disease  during  the  year  was  minimal.  Vaccination  levels 
as  regards  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  with  the  oral  vaccine,  and  against 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  diphtheria  with  the  triple  antigen,  are  running  at 
reasonably  satisfactory  levels.  However,  parents  are  inclined  to  forget  that 
it  is  advisable  to  boost  the  immunity  level  with  regard  both  to  tetanus  and 
diphtheria  not  only  at  the  age  of  five,  but  again  at  ten,  if  not  also  at  fifteen.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  and  a  brief 
summary  of  work  done  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1964.  As  I  was 
absent  due  to  sickness  for  over  two  months  of  the  year  I  should  like  to  express 
my  personal  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr.  G.  Pearson  for  the  manner  in  which  he 
undertook  additional  duties  and  responsibilities  to  maintain  the  public  health 
service. 


Inspection  throughout  the  area  under  the  various  Acts  appertaining  to 
public  health  were  regularly  maintained  and  appropriate  action  taken  as  necessary. 

Housing 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  32?  houses  and  bungalows  of  which 
211  houses  and  29  bungalows  had  been  erected  during  the  post  war  years,  whilst 
during  the  same  period  81  private  houses  and  bungalows  were  built. 

The  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  selling  Council  houses  to 
occupying  tenants  and  during  the  year  1  house  was  purchased  by  the  tenant. 

The  list  of  applicants  for  aged  persons  bungalows  is  still  rather  long 
and  it  appears  evident  that  there  will  be  an  increasing  demand  for  this  type  of 
dwelling.  There  also  appears  to  be  a  need  within  the  area  for  bungalows  or 
other  types  of  small  residential  units  for  other  single  persons  or  couples  who  do 
not  qualify  for  the  aged  persons  bungalows. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  a  Scheme  and  placed  a  contract  for 
the  erection  of  23  bungalows  on  the  site  off  Buxton  Road,  Furness  Vale,  4 
bungalows  being  of  the  two  bedroom  type  and  19  of  the  one  bedroom  type. 

During  1964  the  Council  approved  29  schemes  for  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  in  respect  of  houses,  and  paid  grants  to  the  amount  of  £2,234. 

27  grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  owner-occupied  premises,  whilst  2  only  were 
for  rented  premises.

Food  Inspection 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.  No  serious 
action  has  been  necessary  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  premises  used  for  the 
storage,  preparation  and  handling  of  food.  Requests  to  provide  more  satisfactory 
facilities  for  hand  washing  were  readily  complied  with  at  those  premises  where 
improvement  was  considered  necessary. 

100^  Meat  inspection  was  undertaken  by  a  local  firm  of  Veterinary  Surgeons. 
The  privately  owned  slaughterhouse  off  Market  Street,  Whaley  Bridge  is  the  only 
licenced  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  and  routine  inspections  ensured  that  the 
premises  were  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  complied  in  full  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958. 

Sewerage 


The  Council's  sewers  connect  up  to  the  main  sewers  of  the  Whaley  Bridge 
Joint  Sewerage  Board  and  this  Board  also  controls  the  sewerage  disposal  works  at 
Furness  Vale  where  the  treatment  is  carried  out.  The  Joint  Sewerage  Board  is 
comprised  of  members  from  the  Councils  of  Whaley  Bridge  Urban  District  and 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District.  As  the  works  are  now  overloaded  it  is 

hoped  that  the  scheme  already  prepared  by  the  Board  for  improvements  and  extensions 
to  both  the  sewers  and  the  disposal  works  will  be  implemented  at  an  early  date. 

No  extensions  to  the  Council's  sewers  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Nearly  all  properties  within  the  district  are  sewered  excepting  those  in 
the  outlying  areas  of  Cadster  and  Fernilee.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  In 
February  a  new  20  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  obtained  and 
this  machine  assisted  in  achieving  a  more  regular  collection  of  refuse.  At 
the  end  of  the  Council  finished  tipping  on  the  refuse  tip  at  Fernilee  and 

works  were  undertaken  to  restore  the  surface  to  one  suitable  for  agricultural  use. 
No  suitable  alternative  tipping  site  was  available  and  temporary  use  had  to  be 
made  of  the  abandoned  refuse  tip  at  Bridgemont.  Very  great  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  finding  a  suitable  tipping  site  where  efficient  control  could  be 
exercised.  In  view  of  the  difficulties  experiehced  joint  tipping  arrangements 
with  a  neighbouring  authority  could  be  the  most  satisfactory  permanent  solution. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  1963. 

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  operation  1st  August,  1964. 

The  Council  appointed  on  a  temporary  basis,  Mr.  W.S.  Potter  to  undertake  a 
survey  of  the  area  to  obtain  details  of  premises  which  would  be  required  to  be 
registered  under  the  Act,  and  I  should  like  to  express  appreciation  for  the 
manner  in  which  Mr.  Potter  carried  out  this  work.  It  was  ascertained  that 

there  were  52  premises  which  would  require  registration  and  these  premises 
employed  a  total  of  221  persons. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

There  is  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  area  and  one  of  the  conditions 
of  licence  restricts  the  accommodation  to  not  more  than  three  caravans.  The 
caravan  site  is  of  the  permanent  residential  type.  No  difficulties  arose 
concerning  the  control  of  caravans  within  the  area. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

Licensing  of  animal  boarding  establishments  became  necessary  during  the 
year  and  inspections  were  made  in  conjunction  with  an  R.S.P.C.A.  Inspector  to 
ensure  that  premises  and  general  conditions  complied  with  requirements  of  the  Act. 
Two  premises  were  licensed  during  the  yeqr  under  review.
